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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument that the present invention is 
allowable over the prior art of record because 0.005% is not a close approximation of 0.003% has not been found persuasive. The value of 
0.005 taught by the prior art is two thousands of a percent difference from the instantly claimed maximum of 0.003 and it is not clear said 
difference leads to a materially different result OR leads to an unexpected homogenous texture. Further, the examiner cited the case law 
of Titanium Metals V Banner, as found in MPEP2144 discussion of 'Obviousness of Ranges', where it is discussed that even when ranges 
of the prior art do not directly overlap the claimed range, a close approximation is sufficient for a prima facie case of obviousness. 
Additionally, the criticality of the claimed Ca range has not been clearly established for the reasons cited in the advisory action mailed 
1/31/2007. 
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
